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The amendment filed March 19, 2007 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and 
will not be entered because the amendment raises new issues, that require further consideration 
and/or search: 

1 . The definition of L in the proposed amendment continues to include -N(R)S(0)2- and it 
has been indicated in the previous office actions that the reference teaches compounds 
wherein A is -NHSO2- and therefore, the instant claims are rendered obvious over the 
reference teachings. Applicant has not provided any arguments or evidence to show how 
the instant claims overcome the rejection. The instant claims continue to be obvious over 
the reference teachings for the reasons provided in the previous office action(s). 

2. The proposed amendment raises new issues at least under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph: 

a. The definition of L has been modified by the proposed amendment by 

elimination of the groups S; S(O); S(0) 2 ; N(R)C(0); C(0)N(R), however, the 
claim continues to recite a 'proviso' excluding compounds wherein L is one of the 
above groups, see e.g., compounds having the terms 'sulfinyl'; 'sulfonyP; 
'benzamide'. As the definition of L has been modified, the claim does not contain 
basis for some of the compounds excluded using the proviso statement. There is 
insufficient basis in the claim to exclude compounds that are not positively recited 
in the claimed genus. 
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b. Claim 47 continues to recite that 'L is -NHC(0)-\ however, there is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in claim 1 on which claim 47 depends from. 
As amended claim 1 no longer contains the corresponding group -N(R)C(0)- as 
part of the definition of L.
